TOENTER RAGE, Of Over 3 Miles 


TINEZ, “aie 28.— More 
Sen ene square miles of hills 
and grazing lands were burned 
the Ozol refinery and 
the McKeown ranch were threat- 
ened by a grass fire near here 
on Saturday.

TO YOSEMITE 
~—INGREASES. 


Yosemite, June 28.-Figures tell 
the travel story—so here’s the way 
folks are. entering Yosemite Nat- 
ional Park in 1926, as compared 
with last year. 

During the past week, 3690 auto- 
mobiles carrying 11,398 persons re- 
gistered at the various park en- 
trances, as compared with 3,042 


recorded for a similar period last 
year, making an increase for Jast 
weck of 648 automobiles and 1651 
visitors. 

Kanger E, R. Reed, official travel 
statistician for the park, states:-: 

“At this time last year, a total of 
10,912 motor cars with 33,769 per- 
sons had entered the park which 
falls short of 14,649 automobiles 
with. 44,702 visitors registered to 
date for 1926, by 3,737 machines 
and 10,933 people. If our present 
travel rate continues Utntil July 31 
when the Yosemite All-year Road 
opens, I look for the greatest travel 
in the history of the park. Hereto- 
fore, we have had hardly any mot- 


or travel from October 1 to Decem- | 


ber 31, but of course this year the 
Valley will be available for motor- 
ists during the fall and winter 
months,’ and travel figures’ will 
mount correspondingly.” 

While rail and foot travel has 
suffered a slight slump to date, yet 
the increased number ‘of motorists 
still gives this season a lead of 
7,739 visitors or a total attendance 
to date of 59,854 as compared with 
62,115 of last year.

Where it builds it devolps a needa 
and a call for the products of 
our industires. This. is. the de- 
velopment of national wealth. 

“Seventy five million dollars: a 
year is approximately one dollar 
a year, per person, for the people 
who ride in motor cars and- who 
make use of the services of motor 
truck - transportation. 

“This dollar a year returns not 
alone through the motor car in- 
dustry, but through new = rail- 
roads, new industr‘es, new de- 
velopments, a return which can- 
not be measured in ordinary 
financial terms.” ® 

Edward N. Hines, chairman of 
the Wayne county (Detroit) road 
commission since its inception, 
was -emphatic in his. endorsement 
of thé measure. To Hines goes a 
great part of- the credit for the 
roads in the vicinity of Detro't, 
where today, Wayne~county has 
more miles of improved highway 
than 36 states.
